of controlling annual as well as per- 
ennia} weeds, but unfortamately this 
does not always work out in actual 
farm practise, Experience has shown 
that, even’ where summer-fallowing 
is consistently and thoroughly prac- 
tised, annual weed such as wild oats 
lamb ‘quarters, stinkweed, mustards, 
etc. tend to increase from year to 
year. 

The most effective way to summer- 
fallow the jand in districts similar to 
Centray Alberta, is to work the land 
with a disk or cultivator as soon as 
spring seeding is completed. Plough- 
ing should start as soon as wild oats 
and other anmuals have made a 
growth of four or five inches. The 
Ind should be worked down and kept 
black throughout the summer. 

The implement. to use on the sum- 
mer-fallow wily depend om the kind 
of weeds to be conltrci!led. The sprinz 
tooth cultivator and harrow are the 
most effective implements for con- 
trolling weeds with creeping root 
systems such as couch grass. The 
duckfoot cultivator, followed by the 
harrow is exoellient equipment for 
controlling such weeds as Canadian 
and sowthistles, wild oats mustard 
etc. The rod weeder and similar im- 
plements are good machines to fol- 
low the duckfoog cultivator to catch 
the odd plant which slides around the 
points of the duckfoot. Some farm- 
ers have found it advisable to pack 
the summer-failow in dry years after 
going over it with the cultivator. 
Packing promoties the germination 
of wild oats and other we: sced 
which cannot be destroyed until they 
are germinated. 

A well cared for summer-fallow 
should be BLACK at av times.
